their cows in corn fields- You didn’t 
even know that ants keep cows. Well 


they do, insect cows o't' course which 


are really aphids or plant lice. These 


creatures give off a clear sweetish li­ 


quid called “honey-dew” 
that 
the 


ants are very fond of and in return 
for which they tend the aphids very 


carefully. 


There is a species of 
plant 
lice 


called the corn-root aphis that lives 
on the roots of corn in summer which 
is the property o't’ the 
small 
brown 
ants that inhabit the corn field*. 
In 
the fall these ants gather the aphis 
eggs and take them into their nests 
where they remain protected 
from 
the frost all winter. 


They hatch early in the spring and 
the young are carried out to pasture 
on the roots of weed- and 
grasse- 
grow ing in the field-. When the corn 
begin- to -prout, the herdsman trans­ 
fer their stock to its 
tender juicy 
roots and here the aphids 
live 
all 
summer producing many generations. 


Mo-t of the individuals are wing­ 
less. 
The females of the last gener­ 
ation in the fall, lay the winter eggs 
which the ants protect until 
spring. 
Since winged aphids and the 
ants 
can always come into a field 
from 
neighboring ones, no permanent rem ­ 
edy for tbi- pest ean be advised. But 
deep Tall and spring 
plowing 
and 
di-king greatly reduce the per 
cent 
of infestation by breaking 
up 
tlie 
ants nests and scattering the aphis 
egg-, and 'by destroying 
the 
weeds 
and gras- in the spring 
on 
whose 
ro<4- the insects teed until the corn 
he,¿in- to -prout.

women were among the thirteen kill- 
ed by ;the German submarine's un- 
warned torpedoing of the liner La- 
conia. 
They w-ere Mrs. Man- Hoy 


and her daughter Elizabeth. 


They perished in open life "boats 


from exposure after leaving the 
sinking vessel. Both were buried at 
sea. Eight others who left the La- 
conia in life boats which were pick- 
ed up -and were landed 
at Bantryj 


Ireland, died of exposure, dispatches 
stated. 


The Laeonia 
was 
sunk 'without 


warning by the explosion of two tor-" 
gedoes,. American /Consul F.rost^Ks-% 
ported. The second warred twenty 
minutes after the first, and in this 
twenty minute interval the thirteen 
life'boats were launched. 


A'fter the Laconia survivors. had 


been taken into boats th-e submarine 
approached 
one life boat and in- 


quired of the captain of the nature 
o'f the cargo carried by the Laconia. 
Upon receiving this information the 
U-boat departed 
without 'offering 


any assistance. 


The Canard line steamship of 18,- 


099 tons gross, which sailed from 
New York February 18 for Liverpool, 
carried about 100 passengers, among 
whom were six Americans. The La- 
conia crew included six Americans. 


The Laeonia was one of the largest 


vessels of the.'Cunard fleet and the 
largest thus far sunk since the new 
German submarine warfare was be- 
gun. 
She registered 18,099 tons, was 


600 Ifeet 1'ong, seventy-one feet beam 
and forty feet depth. She was built 
in 1911 at Newcastle. 


The Laeonia carried mail from Am- 


erica. 'She was (torpedoed iSnnday 
night, Another steamer rescued.270 
or more of her passengers and crew.

Do you know that ants 
pasture 


their cows in corn fields- You didn't 
even know that ants'keep cows. Well 
they do, insect cows o1!' eourse which 
are really aphids or plant lice.

for which they tend the aphids very 
carefully. 


There is a species of plant lice 


called the corn-root aphis that lives 
on the roots of corn in summer which 
is the property o't' the small brown 
ants that inhabit the corn fields. In 
the fall these ants -gather the aphis 
esrgs and take them into their nests 
where they remain protected 
from 


the -frost all winter. 


They hatch early in the spring and 


the young are carried out :to pasture 
on the roots of weeds and 
grasses 


growing in the fields. When the corn 
begins to spruut, the herdsman trans- 
fer their stock to its 
tender juicy 


roots and here the aphids 
live all 


summer producing many generations 


Most of the individuals are wing 


less. The females of the last gener 
ation in the fall, lay the winter eggt 
which the ants protect until spring 
Since winged aphids and the 
ants 


can always come into a field from 
neighboring ones, no permanent rem- 
jedy for this;pest can be advised. BU' 
deep 'fall and spring 
plowing and
